In  our  last  we  gave  an  ex¬ 
tract  from  this  RejM.rt,  showing 
the  amount  of  Missionary  labors 
done  for  the  Society,  the  labor¬ 
ers  emiiloyed,  and  the  towns 
visited.  It  would  he  highly 
gratifying  to  give  this  interest¬ 
ing  and  able  Report  entire, 
but  having  a  great  variety  of 
similar  Reports  before  us,  wfiich 
claim  attention,  we  deem  it  our 
duty  to  give  only  an  abstract  of 
tliis,  as  it  has  been  extensively 
circulated,  and  we  hope  perus¬ 
ed  with  interest  and  profit  by 
many  of  our  readers.  If  this 
important  document  were  pos¬ 
sessed  bv  every  family  in  New- 
Hanipshirc,  v\e  doubt  not  the 
Society  would  reap  thirty  fold 
♦he  expense  of  its  publication. 
Ignorance,  and  prejudice  its 
legitimate  ofispring, restrain  vast 
multitudes  from  contributing  to 
aid  the  benevolent  associations 
of  the  present  day. 

How  would  the  person,  who 
has  learned  the  worth  of  his 
own  soul,  answer  the  folluwing 
queries  presented  in  the  Re¬ 
port  ?  “Compared  with  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  one  immortal  sonl, 
what  are  six  years  of  missiona- 
rv  service  ?  What  a  world  of 
silver  and  gold  ?”  “But,**  savs 
♦he  Report,  something  more  has 
been  achieved.  Altho  no  ex¬ 
tensive  and  powerful  awaken¬ 
ing  has  followed  your  missiona¬ 


ries,  yet  tliere  are  some  monu¬ 
ments  of  divine  grace  to  be 
found,  as  tiie  fruits  of  your  la¬ 
bors  of  love,  in  must  of  our  mis¬ 
sionary  fielils.” 

It  appears  from  the  Report 
that  many  feeble  and  decayed 
churches  have  been  strengthen¬ 
ed  and  revived,  and  that  they 
will  soon  “be  able,  and  dispos¬ 
ed  to  defray  the  whole  expense 
of  constant  preaching.”  At 
Whiteiield,  says  the  Report,  “A 
Sabbath-school  was  opened  a- 
bout  the  fii-st  of  July  last,  con¬ 
sisting  of  39  scholars,  who,  the 
second  time  they  met,  recited 
39  chapters  from  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  It  is  most  de¬ 
voutly  to  be  desired,  that  all 
the  children  in  New-Hamp- 
shire  may  soon  be  engaged  on 
the  Lord’s  day  in  this  sacred 
and  delightful  study.” 

An  instance  of  liopeful  con¬ 
version  in  Milton  is  mus  notic¬ 
ed  in  the  Report,  which  will  be 
read  with  interest.  “A  man 
sixty  years  old,  unable  to  read 
the  word  of  life,  too  poor  to 
clothe  himself  to  appear  decent¬ 
ly  in  the  house  ot  Gu<l,  and 
having  attended  no  religious 
meeting  for  seven  years;  was 
searched  out  bv  tlie  ever  vigi¬ 
lant  eye  of  female  liengyolence, 
and  suitably  clad  for  the  house 
of  God. 

“The  very  first  time  he  attend¬ 
ed  public  worship,  tiie  word  was 
blessed  to  his  awakening.  In 
the  light  of  the  sanctuaiy,  he 
saw  himself  to  be  a  vile  sinner, 
on  the  borders  of  the  pit,  seeing 
no  way  of  escape.  His  convic¬ 
tion  appeared  to  be  clee.v  and 
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deepw  and  bin  augulcili  of  soul 
great.  Having  never  learned 
tu  read,  he  was  very  solicitous 
to  have  others  read  to  him  tlte 
sacred  Scriptures.  So  great 
\vas  his  mental  distress,  that  he 
could  scarcely  eat  or  sleep  for 
several  days. 

“In  a  few  weeks,  however,  the 
Lord  in  mercy  appeared  for 
him,  gawe  him  relief,  as  your 
missionary  states,  and  put  into 
his  mouth  a  song  of  praise  unto 
our  God. 

“That  same  poor  old  man  is 
now  a  member  of  the  holy  com¬ 
munion.  How  important  is  a 
Si‘at  in  the  houac  of  God  !  How 
blessed  is  that  charity,  which 
clothes  tlie  poor  and  conduct* 
them  to  the  sanctuary  t  How 
extensively  useful  is  that  chari-  j 
ty,  which'  provides  missumaries 
to  go  into  the  courts  of  the 
Lord,,  and  to  publish  the  good 
tidings  of  great  jey,  in  the  ears 
of  the  poor,  who  have  been  cloth¬ 
ed  and  brought  thither  by  the 
hand  of  Christian  benevolence.” 

As  the  future  prosperity  of 
the  Church  very  much  depends 
on  the  rising  generation,  we  ai'e 
happy  to  record  instances  of 
particular  attention  to  it,  ho¬ 
ping  that  others  may  be  induc¬ 
ed  to  go  and  do  likewise.^  With 
this  design  we  give  place  to  the 
following  account  of  Ilev.  Mr. 
liich’s  'labtirs  in  the  extensive 
Held  assigned  him. 

“He  has  set  an  example,  in 
our  view,  worthy  to  be  imitated 
by  all  the  missionaries  of  the 
cross,  in  his  attention  to  the  ris¬ 
ing  generation.  In  looking 
over  Ids  journal,  we  often  find 
him,  and  are  happy  often  to  find 
.nim,  among  children  and  youth, 
establishini!:  and  visiting  i^ab- 
bath  sciiuuls,  and  giving  them 
lectures,  organizing  Juvenile  so¬ 


cieties,  for  intellectual  and  mo¬ 
ral  improvement,  furnishing 
them  with  libraries,  winch  he 
had  obtained  fur  them,  from  the 
'  nand  of  Christian  charity,  and 
meeting  with  these  young  Soci¬ 
eties,  to  instruct  and  aaiinate 
them,  in  the  improvement  of 
their  privileges.” 

A  review  of  the  whole  is  thus 
given  in  the  concluding  part  of 
the  Report. 

“From  the  imperfect  liew 
which  we  have  been  able  to 
take,  and  have  now  attempted 
to  give,  it  may  be  seen,  that 
during  the  vear  past,  new  mis- 
sionary  fields  have  been  dis- 
[  covered,  and  old  ones  more, 
thoroughly  explored.  Sabbath 
sclwols.  Juvenile  Societies  for 
the  study  of  the  sacred  Scrip¬ 
tures,  Societies  for  the  support 
of  the  Gospel,  and  praying  and 
charitable  associations,  have 
been  establislied,  and  have 
flourished  under  the  benign  in¬ 
fluence  of  missionary  service’. 
New  churches  have  been  gath¬ 
ered  and  organized,  and  old 
ones  regulated,  enlarged  and 
strengthened.  Nearly  one 
,  hundred  have  been  added  to 
the  holy  communion,  and  more 
than  sixty  have  been  baptized 
by  your  missionaries,  into  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
“Are  not  these  improvements  ? 

I  Most  certainly,  answers  every 
one,  who  prefers  the  religion  of 
Jesus,  to  that  of  Mohammed. 
These  improvements  must  be 
considered  rational  in  their  na¬ 
ture,  and  higldy  important  in 
their  influence  upon  the  social, 
civil,  and  religious  conditiuu  ol 
the  community — improvements 
well  adapted  to  preserve,  ex¬ 
tend,  and  perpetuate  those  in¬ 
stitutions,  which  are  standing 
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:nrmoriaU  of  tho  uisfloni  aiul  ' 
piety  of  oTir  forefather!*. 

‘‘Casting  an  eye  over  on  r  waste 
plart’s,  anti  listening  to  the  cry, 
which  thence  salutes  otir  ears, 
:in(l  believing  it  to  be  the  cry  of 
v;pirittial  want,  we  wouhl  chari- 
fablv  hope,  that  it  is  not  so  mudi 
for  the  want  of  a  disposition,  as 
of  information,  that  any  who  are 
able,  tlo  not,  in  some  way,  con¬ 
tribute  to  promote  the  great 
objects  of  this  institution.” 

The  Report  closes  with  affec¬ 
tionate  addresses  to  Pastors  and 
Churches,  to  the  affluent  and 
the  indigent,  to  the  aged  and 
the  young,  to  feel  and  act  for 
the  spiritual  goo«l  of  tliose,  who 
areas  sheep  having  no  shepherd; 
and  to  Ik*  animated  with  the 
consideration  that  the  whole 
earth  is  to  he  filled  with  the 
glory  of  God. 


[We  have  obtained  pcrmiifion  to 
iofert  the  following  extract  of  a 
letter,  from  a  female  in  Hartford, 
Con.  to  a  female  correspondent  in 
tliix  town,  dated  July  21),  1821.  It 
m  valued  for  the  religiou*  intelli¬ 
gence  which  it  gives,  but,  chiefly, 
for  the  humble  and  ardent  piety 
which  it  breathes,  and  which  it  is 
calculated  to  inspire.  Could  we 
sjicak  to  efftct,  we  would  say  to 
every  reader,  peruse  it,  and  repe- 
ruse  it,  in  yonr  closet,  with  humble 
prayer  and  self-application,  till 
you  catch  the  spirit  of  the  writer, 
and  arrive  at  that  elevation  of  soul 
which  will  enable  you  to  “wink 
all  created  beauty  into  blackness.'' 
"In  the  wonderful  season  we 
have  enjoyed  here,  most  of  the 
time,  conscious  guilt  has  pre¬ 
vented  my  writing  to  absent 
friends.  I  have  lelt  as  if  I 
rhould  mock  the  holv  work  to 


attempt  to  describe  it  Nvith  no 
deeper  interest  of  heart.  Oh, 
what  a  mighty  themc  !  Who  rati 
describe  -tne  presence  of  the  liv¬ 
ing  God,  moulding  rebellious 
hearts  into  lus  own  image  ?  Ho 
sensibly  has  his  glorious  pres¬ 
ence  been  felt  in  our  place  of 
worship,  that  it  has,  sometimes, 
seemed  if  we  should  cease  to 
breathe.  Of  a  revival  of  reli¬ 
gion  I  had  formed  no  just  ideas. 
The  solemnity  and  heart-search¬ 
ing,  it  produced  in  the  friends 
uf  Immanuel,  cannot  be  told. 
Very  little  lively  joy  has  been 
witnessed  in  old  professors 
gravity  has  characterized  then®, 
great  aetixity,  a  spirit  of  prayer^ 
tiiat  seemed  indeed  with  groan - 
ings  which  could  not  be  utter¬ 
ed  ;  and  while  they  were  in  the 
dust,  converts  floclced  to  Jesus, 
as  doves  to  their  u'indoirs.  But 
the  sceae  is  changed ;  tho  we 
are  not  fors.iken  of  G^.  The 
prayer  of  faith  still  ascends,  but 
more  feebly ;  and  few,  compa¬ 
ratively,  arc  seen  turning  to  the 
Lord.  Forty  stand  propound¬ 
ed  for  Mr.  II.’s  church;  nearly 
one  hundred  have  been  admit¬ 
ted.  I  know  not  the  whole 
number  of  hopeful  converts.— 
Connecticut  is  highly  favored. 
Yon  probably  learn  from  public 
sources,  much  more  of  the  Lord’s 
dealings,  than  I  can  tell  you. 
And  with  much  more  feeling 
hax'e  you  expatiated  u|Sou  the 
sig*ns  (if  the  times,  the  approach 
and  consummation  of  the  iatter 
day  of  glory ;  with  the  duty  and 
high  honor  of  being  co-workers 
with  (vod,  than  I  can  do.  Go 
on,  my  sister,  I  bid  you  God 
speed — if  I  must  loiter  in  the 
heavenly  race,  I  would  loiter 
alone. 

My  dear  G.  what  a  treasure 
are  the  scriptures !  but  do  y(i\

read  them  with  that  intense  de¬ 
light,  that  you  should  ?  Are  you 
always  able  to  apply  them  to 
Tour  ow’n  heart  ana  conscience  r 
l)o  you,  erery  day, esteem  God’s 
precepts  more  than  your  neces¬ 
sary  u)od?  Can  you  always  say, 
Ohi^  how  I  love  thy  law  !  it  is 
my  meditation  all  tlie  day.  And 
does  the  entrance  of  it  always 
give  light  ?  1  hope  it  is  so  with 
you  ;  but  I,  often,  very  often, 
read  a  sealed  book.

What  a  dreadful  rellei  tion,  that 
by  being  negligent  in  prayer,  as 
well  as  remiss  in  practice,  wp 
may  be  the  ruin  of  immortal 
souls.  Never  have  I  felt  thi^ 
as  of  late  ;  it  has  seemed,  some 
times,  w  hen  I  had  forfeited  the 
privilege  of  access,  as  if  this 
reflection  w'ould  bring  me  down 
to  the  grave.

The  following  letter  from  Mr. 
Byington,  of  the  Choctaw  Mtfi 
sion,  to  a  lady 'in  Charlestown, 
Mass,  dated  Elliptt,  May  22, 
1821,  we  copy  from  the  Haver¬ 
hill  Gazette,  We  sincerely 
hope,  that  no  one,  after  reading 
it,  will  throw  down  the  paper, 
without  very  sei-iously  consid¬ 
ering  the  claims  of  our  brethren 
in  the  west.  Hundreds  of  our 
readers  would  think  it  a  trial  to 
live,  but  for  a  single  day,  on 
“com -bread  and  beef.^  And. 
while  our  tables  are  covered 
with  food,  and  our  houses  are 
filled  w'ith  abundance  of  furni¬ 
ture,  our  garrets  stored  with 
wou|itaid  flax,  cannot  something 
be  done  to  relieve  our  brethren, 
and  assist  them  in  their  heav¬ 
enly  work  of  converting  the 
heathen  ?  They  have  left  their 
A  LI.  for  this  ffreat  work:  and 
shall  we  deny  them  that  assist¬ 
ance,  we  can  yield  without  any 
inconvenience  ?  They  know 
what  we  possess — fheY  have  seen 
the  glitter  of  our  side-boai  ds, 
and  the  fulness  of  our  closets. 
What  must  they  tliink  of  our 
piety  and  frozen  charity,  when 
we  aid  them  so  sparingly  ? 

We  would  a.sk,  for  we  plead 
the  cause  of  suffering  humanity 
and  of  immortal  souls,  we  would 
ask  our  readers  to  go  through 
their  houses,  and  look  at  what 
they  |>os.'<e.ss  ;  and  see  if  they 
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can  find  arty  thing  they  wouW 
not  freely  give  to  redeem  a  fa¬ 
ther,  a  brother,  or  siater,  from 
the  glot)iny  cells  of  tlie  Inquisi¬ 
tion,  or  the  chains  of  Algerine 
slavery.  And  will  any,  wlw 
bear  the  Christian  name,  (lo  less 
to  redeem  a  soul  from  the  dark 
evils  of  ignorance  and  vice,  and 
from  the  galling  chains  of  sla¬ 
very  to  Satan  ? 

"We  are  much  in  debt,  have 
labor  to  pay  for,  bread  to  buy, 
and  other  necessary  expenses  to 
meet ;  and  we  are  informed  by 
the  Treasurer,  that  we  must  not 
expect  any  more  money,  sup¬ 
plies  of  clothing,  leather,  iron 
tools,  furniture,  this  year. 
We  are  distressed  in  view  of 
our  prospects;  but  we  trust, 
tliat  we  shall  be  provided  for. 
1  am  rdmeed  to  hear  that  a  box 
of  clothing  is  coming  from  the 
ladies  in  the  first  Congregational 
parish  in  Charlestown.  Mr. 
Kingsbury  has  just  put  your 
letter  into  n>y  hands,  and  wishes 
me  to  answer  it,  as  he  is  pre¬ 
vented  by  the  multitude  «f  his 
cares  an  j  labors.  The  state  of 
our  funds  is  so  low,  that  this 
<ievoted  brotl.^r  is  obliged  to 
leave  his  labors  here,  and  go  to 
Natchei,  New -Orleans,  &,c.  to 
solicit  funds  for  the  Board. 

“Give  me  leave  to  suggest  to 
you  some  articles,  that  would  be 
of  great  use  to  us, -viz.  Clothes 
of  most  kinds,  beds  and  bedding, 
cotton  or  woollen  cloth,  blank¬ 
ets,  and  shoes.  Our  garments 
are  generally  too  smalL  Cot¬ 
ton  handkerchiefs,  ginglmms, 
calico,  &c.  some  of  these  things 
w'c  sell  for  twice  their  value  in 
New-England.  Combs,  needles, 
thread,  pins,  silk,  and  almost  all 
kinds  of  plaiii  household  furni¬ 
ture.  l*he  importance  ami  ne¬ 
cessity  erf  the  last  is  very  great. 


;  We  have  now  only  two  or  th% 
tea-cups  and  saucers  in  a  fami 
ly  of  one  hundred  andf.mrteir. 
We  use  tin  cups  to  drink  our 
tea  in,  but  in  sickness  itwouhi 
be  pleasant  to  liave  some  crock 
ery. 

“A  few  4lays  since  a  boy  if 
twelve  or  fouilcen  years  of  V- 
came  150  miles  to  join  ou 
school,  and  we  were  obliged  t 
send  him  awjiy.  We  were  i  u 
living  on  cnrn-biead  and  beet 
but  we  would  willingly  live  ui 
bread  and  water,  be  sav  1 
from  the  painful  necessity 
semling  away  immort.'.l  '.I'u 
who  wait  at  our  doors  to ! 
guided  to  heaven.*’

It  U  but  too  common  for  those 
«tio  attend  public  worship,  to

liitation  at  all,  for  the  remaind- 
eof  the  week.  l4:t  us  suppose 
a  parallel  case.  Suppose  that 
>  criminal,  just  about  being 
launched  into  eternity,  is  per¬ 
mitted  to  have  all  the  consola- 
Dems  afforded  by  religion,  ad- 
~"'.i«ter€d  previous  to  his  de¬ 
parture.  He  hears,  with  great 
cutnposure,  the  precious  promi- 
'V  held  out  in  tne  gospel  to  the 
tepentant  sinner,  and  as  soon  as 
'^■  exhortation  h  ended,  v.+He 
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standing  on  his  coffin,  he  occu¬ 
pies  the  remainder  of  the  time 
in  criticising  the  sentiments  of 
the  speaker.  This  is  a  case 
precisely  parallel :  we  are  all 
criminals  in  the  eyes  of  a  just 
and  holy  Being — we  arc  all 
standing  at  this  very  hour  upon 
our  coffins.  The  tender  of  di¬ 
vine  love  and  mercy  is  made  to 
us  every  Sunday  from  the  pul¬ 
pit,  and  we  are  employing  that 
time  allowed  us  for  repentance, 
in  criticisii^  the  speaker's  lan¬ 
guage.  "VVe  would  have  this 
ofier  made  in  a  more  smooth 
and  decorous  phraseolc^y— it 
must,to  satisfy  our  elegant  taste, 
be  embellished  with  all  the  gra¬ 
ces  of  delivery— our  delicate 
eaH  are  shocked  at  the  barba¬ 
rous  phraseology  of  the  orator. 
What  madness  is  there  in  bed¬ 
lam  superior  to  this  ?  If  a  town 
should  be  besieged  by  a  victori¬ 
ous  foe,  and,  incapable  of  hold¬ 
ing  out,  sues  for  mercy,  and  a

REVIVALS. 

Extracts  of  a  letter  to  the  Editor,  dat¬ 
ed  Jeticbo,  Vt.  July  23.  1821. 

“The  Lord  is  doing-his  own 
work  in  this  place  and  in  this 
region,  with  power. 

“The  revival  commenced  here 
in  March,  amongst  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Church.  •  We  how¬ 
ever  still  feared  that  the  ap¬ 
pearances  might  be  only  “as  the 
morning  cloud  and  early  dew.” 
In  April  the  appearances  be- 
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name  riiore  pleasing.  Some  out 
of  the  churcn  appeared  solemn, 
and  we  discovered  rtial  awaken- 
in  a  number  of  instaiices. 
This  mivc  a  new’  spring  to  the 
churcn,  and  from  that  time  to 
this,  our  situation  has  been  most 
interesting.  About  one  hund¬ 
red  have  expressed  hopes  in 
Christ,  and  the  work  still  con¬ 
tinues.  "It  is  the  Lord's  do¬ 
ings,  and  is  marvellous  in  our 
eyes.”— "In  Essex,  the  work  is 
spreading  in  a  powerl'ul  man¬ 
ner.” 

Our  correspondent  mentions 
several  of  the  tocvms,  w  e  have 
already  noticed,  where  the  work 
of  grace  is  still  continuing.  He 
says,  revivals  “have  aljm  recent¬ 
ly  commenced  in  Charlotte, 
Bolton,  and  Hinesburgh.” 

A  letter  has  been  received  by 
the  Editor  of  the  Montpelier 
Watchman,  from  the  Rev.  BtN- 
TON  PixLEY,  of  tJie  Great  Osage 
Mission,  dated  St. Charles,  Mis¬ 
souri,  Juae  10,  1821.  The  let¬ 
ter  states  they  were  within  40 
days  journey  of  their  destina¬ 
tion.  The  f'amily  were  in  usu¬ 
al  health.  ‘The  letter  concludes 
thus  : — 

"1  do  not  leel  as  tho  I 
couhl  prevail  on  myself  to  re¬ 
turn  back,  even  admitting  that 
the  mission  should  be  abandon¬ 
ed.*  Here  is  a  vast,  and,  1  think, 
a  promising  field  to  labor  in, 
and  some  ol  the  whites  think  we 
ought  to  stop,  and  they  be  had 
ui  remembrance  befpre  the  In¬ 
dians. 

“None  hat'i  with  better  reso¬ 
lution  and  cheerfulness  with¬ 
stood  the  fatigues  of  our  jour¬ 
ney  than  the  females.  And  tho 
a  tender  thought  about  friends 
and  relativcs,left  behind,  some¬ 
times  excites  an  emotion,  it  ere*- 


ates  no  w  ish  o. '  ingering  desire  to 
return.  No,  we  advance  forward 
with  the  some  and  perhaps  more 
cheerful  readiness  than  wheo 
we  first  started  from  the  state 
of  Vermont.”
